Probably no other combina 
tion of the elements that are important in small 
house architecture do so much to express the idea 
of home as these do.

But this design, 5-K-22, is something more than 
a sentimental or romantic trick It is based on a 
fine plan which has in it the qualities that are es 
sential to housekeeping economies. Waste spaces 
have been eliminated, rooms placed where they 
should be. There is privacy for the bedrooms and 
bath 

With a house such as this, where the roof must 
be high to materialize the best qualities of the archi 
tecture, much space is gained in the attic So we 
have here a stairway lIecading to thin attic space 
where there are possibilities of arranging additional 
rooms 

The exterior speaks for itself—a ple mnt com 
bination of stucco and wood—stucco walls, cast stone 
about the doorway, wooden beams 
and shutters about the windows 
A wrought iron grill faces the ter 
race. There is rough siding in the 
gable end This terrace, covered
